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Verbal SAT and College Admissions 


Nancy Chang，a 16-year-old Chinese American high School 
student from Morton Grove, a Suburb of Chicago，is one of eight 
students in the whole country to mark a perfect score. (800) in 
both the verbal and math sections of the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) this year，A total of 1.5 million high school Students took 
these tests. These are the same tests that colleges and 
universities_ increasingly rely upon to make admijssion decisions， 
even though their validity remain questionable. 


The phenomenal achicevement Of Japan-borD MES. Chang 
attracted instant media attention in the Chlcago 3aTea and in the 
Chinese-language _ Press We too0 congratulate her and her parentsS， 
We look forward to hearing more from her 10 the future. 


The news story，however，also reminds us of the ContrOoverSies 
surrounding the attempted use of just the minimum SATI verbal 
score in 1984 by the University of California at Berkeley to 
eliminate applicants。， The official university requirement called 
for the average Score of the two SAT tests. 


The Asian American Task FEorce on University Admissions 
correctly questioned the university on what it momentarily tried to 
do. 


The Task Force's criticism of the use of just the SAT verbal 
Score is appropriate，The average Asian SAT verbal score in 1984 
was 398,， or 28 points below the national SAT verbal Score of 426. 
The average Asian SAT math score was 519 in the same year，oOr 48 
polints above the national SAT math score of 417. Most 
universities，including UC，use the average of the two tests， 
together With high School grade point average，to screen 
applicants. 


TIherefore，the exclusive use of the minimum verbal score to 
disqualify applicants has overtones of an attempt to reduce the 
number of Asian immigrant students who are not protected by the 
university"s affirmative action programs，For example，the mean 
SAT verbal scores for the immijigrant Students on the Berkeley 
campus between 1978 and: 1982 were at least 100 points lower than 
the mean of the other entering freshmen. Obviously，immigrant 
AsSian Students need to work overtime to increase their SAT verbal 
SCOTeS、 It is Something to which both schools and parents must 
pay greater attention. 


However, .when the University of California at Berkeley 
actually "at one point" issued "a written directive" to set a VerTbal 
"minimum at 400,"”in violation of the existing policy of using the 
average of the verbal and math scores for student selection，we 
have to question the real motive behind the decision， JIt ls true 
that the _ university withdrew the directive "shortly after" its 
issuance. Nevertheless，we _ question the motives behind the 
directive in light of the widely known ASsian SAT verbal data，We 
find them racially discriminatory and Suspect. 


What we have is a perfect example of the betrayal of the 
public's trust.、 On top of that, the_ university denied ever usSing the 
minimum SAT score last December when questioned by Regent 
Yori WwWada.， But in- April of this year，it admitted jits use in 3 
TeSponse tO the Task Force's inquiry,，、 FEor Unknown reasonSs，the 
university decided to Teverse itself again in jlts response to the 
report by the Task Force _ last month. 


We think the Asian American community is entitled to have a 
Straightforward answer and we also think the public has a right 
to know who instigated the ill-concelived and ill-considered idea. 


Before we 8get carried away by the fantastic accomplishment of 
one Chinese American in the SAT tests，we need to look at the 
performance of most Chinese American students and，most of all， 
how these Seemingly objective instruments could be used to their 
detriment.

Move to Raise 
Verbal SAT 
Scores of Asians 


LOS ANGELES - The College 
Board，which administers the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT)， 
recently met at the University of 
California at Los Angeles to 
examine ways of improving the 
English skills of Asian American 
immigrant Students. 

The enrollment of Asian 


American Students、at，the 
University of California at 


Berkeley declined 20.9 percent 
between the 1983 and- 1984 fall 
SemesterSs.， There were 1,303 
ASsian American Students en- 
Tolled at the university in 1983 
and only 1,031 enrollments 1ast 
year. 

The decline has been attri- 
buted by the Asian American 
Task Force on University 
Admissions to have Stemmed 
from a recent university decision 
to use a minimum verbal SA 工 
Score to determine the en- 
rollment eligibility of students. 

Many universities require high 
School Students to take the SATI 
tests 3S 3a prerequisite of 
admisslion. 

Of the 37,294 ASsian American 
students who took the SATI 
verbal test in California，17,046， 
Or 47 percent，Scored below the 
national aveTage.

Tatsukawa was 8 
Japanese American filmmaker， 
arts administrator and

The  _ message that Tang 
Tepeatedly  _ throughout the 
conference was that Asians must 
coalesce and actively fight 
against media stereotypesS， 
Support more accurate portrayals 
of the Asian American experi- 
ence，and Strive for an lncrease 
of Asian ITepresentation in 
management positions and the 
entertainment industry in

James Yee，executive director

SF's Minority 
Set-Aside Contracts 


SAN ERANCISCO - A 1984 
"affirmative action contracting* 
law in SF was recently upheld 
by US District Judge Thelton 
Henderson. 


The law requires city depart- 
ments to allot 10 percent of their 
total contract money _ for 
minority-owned businesses and 
tw0 percent for women-owned 
businessesS. 


In addition, the law establishes 
guidelines for hiring minorities 
and women for contractors and 
Subcontractors and allows 
minorities and women 3a five 
percent bidding preference， 


The law was challenged by 
Associated General Contractors 
of _ California Inc.，one of the 
state'"s biggest construction 
companies， It claimed the 1law 
was discriminatory and violated

Koo further added that in 
China's music schools then，the 
repertoire being taught covered 


only the classical works of the Baro- 
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RICHMOND MAZDA 
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que period until the late Roman- 
ticism 一 with works of composers 
like Bach, Handel, Haydn，Mozart， 
Beethoven，Schumann and Cho- 
pin. “Though TI understand that 
years after the Cultural Revolution， 
there has been a continuing im- 
Provement in music schools there... 
Why，a_ good number of mnusic 
Students are winning in piano com- 
petitions abroad1!2” 

Music has long been an integral 
part of Koo?s life. Though born the 
youngest of five children in a “non- 
musical，formerly minor capitalist 
family,” 和 oo, even before formal 
Schooling，jlearned how to _ read 
notes by finding them at the Piano 
as he listened to _ tunes over the 
radio 

At the age of nine, he tackled the 
entrance_ examinations for piano 
Studies and was chosen from among 
thousands of applicants to enter the 
Shanghai Conservatory of Music's 
Children's School which was pat- 
terned after such institutions in 
Russia. Three years later, he moved 
on to the conservatory itself，where 
he studied under the much-respect- 
ed professors，Ma Si-sun and Fan 
Chi-sun， 


In 1966, a year after his gradua- 
tion from the COnservatory，the 
Cultural Revolution set in，And 
plans for Koo，who was being 
groomed forparticipation in inter- 
national piano competitions,had to 
be aborted. Like a consolation， he 
was designated to be a piano soloist 
with the Zhejiang Provincial Sym- 
phony Orchestra，and got to Per- 
form for visiting heads of states and 
foreign dignitaries， 


The _ Cultural Revolution elimi- 
nated western influences in China， 
including classical music. The Gang 
of Four declared it “reactionary 
and of the bourgeoisie.”For several 
years thereafter，Koo was only 
allowed to play for the public two 
Chinese-composed revolutionary 
pieces 一 Oae io he yeHow River 
Pia1iO co1certo and 尺 ed Lajz1er7. 
“Of course，in the privacy of my 
home，I played whatever piece I 
wanted，Nobody got to know,?” 
said Koo，with a smile. 

Yet even when the political situa- 
tion in China eased down, Koo con- 
tinued to feel insecure about his 
future and career. The quest for ar- 
tistic freedom bcame a major con- 
cern of his. He applied for and was 
granted a permit to leave China in 
order to visit a sick uncle in Hong 
Kong. Tipped by someone that his 
permit was about to be cancelled 
due to sudden policy changes，he 
departed immediately that fateful 
evening. He merely brought along 
Some Chinese paintings given by 
friends as farewell presents and 
money equivalent to only 10 Hong 
Kong dollars. It was a hush-hush 
departure done in haste. Not even 
his wife，Ma Sheung-tse，also a 
gifted pianist， learned about this as 
She was still in Shanghai，while he 
was in Hangchou. She was only 
able to rejoin him in 1980. 

In the British_ Crown Colony， 
Koo lived in his uncle'xs home for 10 
months.， Gradually， he became 
more financially independent and 
got to _ purchase a secondhand 
piano0. Soon，he started giving 
piano lessons for children. He also 
became a faculty member of the 
Music and Fine Arts Department of 
the Hong Kong Baptist College.

Reverend Nobuaki Hanaoka， 
from the Friends of Hibakusha 一 
the organization that Sponsored the 
folding of paper cranes for City 
Hall 一 reminded the audience that 
August 6 and 9 are the two most 
difficult days for the Japanese and 
Korean Hibakusha. “They have to 
relive the most horrible experiences 
they:ve ever had.

Hanaoka elaborated that these 
feelings occur because while they 
had to run and escape from the fire， 
many people were left behind cry- 
ing; when the Hibakusha's children 
fall 齐 , they worry that their offspr- 
ing will be permanently afflicted by 
radiation Sickness.

Thousands Commemorate 
Anniversary at JTown

SAN FRANCISCO -“The atom- 
ic bombing of Hiroshima is the 
Single greatest crime in world 
history,” declared the Rev.， Jesse 
Jackson at the 40th anniversary 
commemoration held here on Aug- 
Ust 6. “But the second greatest 
tragedy is the failure of govern- 
ments to learn the lesson of Hiro- 
shima/XNagasaki....40 years ago，we 
had three bombs. Today, there are 
50,000. The nuclear build-up is too 
dangerous, too costly, and too like- 
ly to take place,”Jackson added. 


Over 2S00 people gathered on 
this cool and windy evening for the 
central event of a Hiroshi- 
ma/XNagasaki Commemoration 
Week sponsored by the Bay Area 
Asians for Nuclear Disarmament 
(BAAND). The program was .en- 
dorsed by hundreds of peace， 
religlious and Asian community 
leaders and organizations，includ- 
ing the cities of Oakland，Berkeley 
and San Francisco，which passed 
formal proclamations for the occa- 
sion. Memorials in Japan also took 
place to remember the victims of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki，to Pay 
tribute to the hibakusha (A-bomb 
SUIVivors), and to renew a pledge to 
prevent the atrocity from ever being 
Tepeated . 

Hiroshima and Nagasaki. It hap- 
pened in an instant, but the tragedy 
js _etched forever in history. Hun- 
dreds of thousands lost their lives 
some literally vaporized, leaving on- 
ly their shadows on nearby walls OF 
sidewalks, As the mushroom cloud 
rose _ from the earth，a _ fire wind 
engulfed the city. 

Speaking beneath the Peace 
Pagoda in Japantown，Supervisor 
Nancy Walker opened the com- 
memoration by reading the Peace 
Appeal from the Mayor of Hiro- 
shima， Jack Dairiki then came to 
the podium. MIT.， Dairiki， a 
hibakusha，was just a_ 14-year-old 
boy living in Hiroshima when the 
bomb was dropped, but his memory 
was vivid and detailed. His personal 
account of the terror, chaos and de- 
struction in Hiroshima 40 years ago 
brought many to tears， “Please， 
don't _ ever use another atomic 
bomb,”Dairiki pleaded.“No More 
Hiroshimas. We have suffered 
enough.” 

As BAAND coordinator and co- 


emcee Gina Hotta presented MT. 
Dairiki and fellow hibakusha 
Mariko Lindsay with a special gift， 
the overflowing audience instantly 
rose to a standing ovation，a mov- 
ing acknowledgement of the cour- 
age and strength of the hibakusha 
and the suffering they have en- 
dured. 

The 40th anniversary of Hiro- 
Shima and Nagasaki revived the 
debate on the terror Unleashed on 
the two Japanese cities. Dozens of 
newSspapers，TV，radio and maga- 
Zine Stories have appeared on the 
Subject: “Why wasthe bomb drop:- 
ped2? Was itinecesSsary22 The com- 
memoration ceremony SpOke direct- 
ly to thlis continuing controversy. 


The Japanese _ attack on Pearl 
Harbor and its fascist aggression in 
China and AsSia were denounced. Its 
brutal army will not be forgotten . 
But this does justify the mwc/ear at- 
tack on the people of Japan，where 
200,000 women and children and 
civijlians were killed and countless 
others left to lead alife of suffering， 
Nor did the bomb “end the war and 
save American lives,” as Truman 
and others argued: evidence now 
availlable clearly indicates that 
Japan was already defeated and 
ready to Surrender pefore the 
bombs were dropped. More accur- 
ately，the bombs were dropped to 
Secure U.S，political and military 
dominance In the world in the post- 
WWIJI era. 

“There is an insidious racism that 
SUrroOunds the_ atomic bombings， 
where 4siam People were the victimas 
of this act of genocide,” com- 
mented Eyle Butch Wing，Com- 
memoration Coordinator and Na- 
tional Co-Chair of the Freeze Cam- 
palgn. 

“The bomb was not dropped on 
Germany; it Should not have been 
dropped on anybody,”echoed Rev， 
Jackson.“The same forces that put 
Japanese Americans into concen- 
tration camps in California，Ppnut 
them into crematoriums in Japan. 
[The USJ dropped the bombs to ful- 
fill its sickness about the““yellow 
要 ED 
It is no coincidence that Subse- 


quent nuclear threats have been 
made against people of color， 
especially Asian people....in China， 


Vietnam，Korea，Cuba, the Middle 
East and other areas， The crosS- 
currents of racism and militarism 
are clearly joined if one is to fully 
understand the'nuclear 1ssue. 
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ruled Korea，around two million 
Koreans were forcibly transferred 
to Japan as cheap labor to work in 
construction，mines，and factories. 
A Korean A-bomb memorial has 
been erected near，bnut outside the 
Peace Park in Hiroshima. 

One of the last speakers，Patricia 
Ellsberg Said she saw “hopeful 
Signs. ”She was referring to the re- 
cent enactment by the Soviet Union 
for unilateral test ban till the end of 
the year. “We have $ months to 
turn OUIT Congress around,” the 
journalist and wife of Daniel 
Ellsberg noted . 

The evening - program also fea- 
tured the well-blended harmonies of 
Hot Cha，poetry by Janice Mirika- 
tani，Carolyn Scarr of EPI，and 
Thomas LeBlanc，a Japanese-Da- 
kota SiouUX. [1

Alex Forman of the SF Freeze 
Campaign commented on the Sovi- 
et announcement to halt its nuclear 
testing for the remainder of the 
year. Calling the Soviet offer a 
“window of opportunity,”Forman 
Urged the US government to reci- 
procate and halt US nuclear testing 
as 3 concrete Step toward freezing 
and reversing the arms race. 


Speakers also drew attention to 
the growing threat of US interven- 
tion in _ Central America and the 
State of emergency in South Africa， 
two “hot spots”that could trigger a 
nuclear confrontation _ between the 
Superpowers，“”“]f Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki are the mioral crimes of 
the 1940"s，then without a doubt 
apartheid in South Africa is the 
moral crime of today! Just as we 
Say，Sstop the nuclear bomb，we 
must Say，stop the bombing in El 
Salvador!”said Wing. Rev. Jack- 
Son drew numerous ovations as he 
blasted US Support of apartheid in 
South Africa，calling the regime 
“racist and fascist,”and a major 
threat to peace. 


Following the commemoration 
program in Japantown，Rev. Jack- 
SoOn led a candlelight Procession 
through the : Western Addition. 
Over 1000 _ people 一 including Some 
400 people from the black com- 
munity 一 crowded into Bethel AME 
Church to hear a 3 minute address 
from Rev. Jackson on _ the theme， 
“Embargo South Africa 一 Not 
Nicaragua,”to conclude the even- 
ing's activjties. Over $7,000 ”was 
ralsed for the _ Citizens Education 
Fund，a new nonprofit organiza- 
tion set up by Rev. Jackson to fur- 
ther efforts to enforce the Voting 
Rights Act， 

The Hiroshima/Nagasaki cere- 
monies were dedicated to Kuniko 
Jenkins，a courageous hibakusha 
who succumbed to illnesses _ from 
nuclear radiation and recently pasS- 
ed away. Her life stands as asymbol 
for all those who seek nuclear disar- 
mament and world peace. 加

On 
his visit to the US in 1977 he 
founded the Overseas Alliance 
for Democracy in Taiwan.
